OUTLINE OF THE 
RAILWAY PROBLEM 


The lecture in the Crimunity Hal 
on Thursday evening, sponsored by 
the Board of Trade, proved quite suc 
cessful Mr. Boyd presided as chair 
man. There was a fair sized at 
tendance of interested listeners wh« 
followed the speaker with rapt at 
tention throughout hés two hour ad- 
dress on the history of Canadian rail 
ways, 

Thete were some enthusiasts from 
Cluny, a few from, Arrowwood and 
Mosslegh in to the meeting. 

Mr. Garland was in his usual fine 
form. With the aid of a map he 
gave a very clear and comprehensive 
survey of the whole complicated prob- 


lem that our Canadian railways 
now presents. - 
At the Very outset Mr, Garland 


stated that the financial difficulties 
of ovy railways were not at all of re- 
cent origin, but had their beginning 
away back in pre-confederation times, 
He related how the first Canadian 
railvay was built in Nova Scotia as 
a private enterprise, over 100 years 
ago. Its motive power was at first 
jot steam, but horses. About the 
jame time a similiar short railway, 
ilap a private concern, began to oper-" 
ite in the province of Quebec. Arter 
she advent of steam, and until con- 
iederation, many small railway en- 
cenprises were embarked upon in Can- 
ida, especfally in Ontario and Quebec, 
sll under private contro], 

With the coming of Confederation 
n 1867 a new stimulus was given to 

ailway building in Canada. Then, it 
‘vas, We said, that the real railway 
\istory of our country began in 
arnest. The maritime provinces de- 
nanded and secured a connecting 
ink of main line through to Montreal 
a distance of 745 miles. 

At this period there began a mad 

avaible Ly railway promoters, Meany 
-{ whom were members of parle- 
jen’, ov the friends of membrrs, ‘o 
26 ye ¢ titers to Suld private raal- 
‘ays everywhere throughout east- 
cn and central Canada. Charters 
vere granted almost wholesale by 
‘arliament. Lands by the thousands 
f- acres and timber limits of vast 
roportions, were ruthlessly given 
way by the Federal govenrment to 
heir favorite private interests. The 
ra of over capitalisation, of stock 
Jatering, of graft and corruption 
iad begun in earnest and from then 
m seemed to igo hand in hand with 
ailway building in this country. 
3ven the British) press was loud in 
sondemnation of the existing abuses, 
Greed, government patronage and 
exploitation in Canadian raikway 
building was, they declared, unpar- 
alled on the comtinent of North Amer- 
ica. 
These abuses instead of being checked 
increased, nay: flurished, with railway 
expansion westward. With. the build- 
ing of the thnee transcontinental 
lines—the C P. R., the Grand Trunk 
and the Canadian Northern—all under 
orivate initiative more millions in 
money in lands in timber limits and 
other “resources were continued 
to be handed out to selfish private in- 
teste (The leading officials of these 
same interests oftentimes were mem- 
bers of parliament and occupying 
seats on the treasury: benches 

The speaker quoted copiously from 
historical documents, relative to the 
bribery and abuses that were ramp- 
ant throughout all our railway build- 
ing age. He supported his state- 
ments in this regard by references to 
the findings of various royal commis- 
sions that were appointed, at different 
times, to investigate railway scand- 
als, . 

Finally in 1922 when the era of 
graft and profligacy, mismanage- 
ment and corruption had run it dead- 
ly course, the Grand Trunk, the Can- 
adian Northern and several of the 
smaller lines went bankrupt, ‘were 
taken over by the Dominion Govern- 
ment with their millions of dollars of 
liabilities and encumbrances and at 
huge public expense were consolidated 
into the Canadian National Railways 
System. It is now operating as a 
public transportation utility under 
handicaps inherited from its forme) 
capitalistic ownens, 

With respect to unification, Mr. 
Garland claimed that the Canadian

seriously doubted that the Canadian 
people would be willing or prepared 
t6 put a monopoly of such important 
iWwblic service, exclusively and once 
More into private hands. For his 
part, he preferred to agree with) the 
findings of the Duff Royal Commis- 
sion, which only; last year had care- 
fully investigated the Canadian rail- 
way situation, and which-among many 
other things had recommended not 
unification, but co-operation. His per- | 
sonal view was thatthe time for uni | 
fication had not yet come, and when 
that time did come, the unification of 
the railways of Canada should not be 
under the control of any private cor- 
poration, but under the control of the 
Government of Canada. 

In his opinion the trouble was 
that all our railway building was done 
in the complete absence of any wise, 
national, economic planning. The 
formation of a national economic 
council for purposes such as this, had 
for years past been repeatedly urged 
upon various governments of the 
Dominion, Such a planning body 
had so far not been formed, al- 
though it was recently promised. 
He declared that had such a body 
been in existance in the early years 
of our railway history that much 
#f not all of our railway blundering 
would have been ayoided and hundreds 
of millions of dollars saved, thereby 
to the people of Canada. 

Unification under Mr. Beattie’s 
scheme might save a few million dol- 
lars in operating expenses but it 
would result in the dismissal of sev- 
eral thousand more railway men. It 
would result in the tearing up of 
some 5,000 miles of railway track 
and cause untold suffering to scores 
of isolated communities now served 
by branch railway lines. He wondered 
if the Canadian people wanted that. 

At the Close of the address many 
questions were asked, to all of which 
the speaker replied at considerable 
length. 

After the question period Mr, Geo, 
Gooderham complimented Mr. Gar- 
land on the wealth of information on 
the railway question, which he had so 
ably) presented. He particularly 
voiced the thanks of the audience to 
Mr. Garland for the trouble and pains 
he must have gone to in preparing so 
interesting a lecture,

The World At The CroveRoade = 


The history of this old world unfolds a continuing story of revolutions,— 
fome peaceful in character, some accomplished by physical force , accom-| 
panied by great loss of life, incalculable suffering, and enormous destruction. | 
Over and over again the history of man records revolutions,—political, re-| 
ligious, social and economic. 

In many cases it is impossible to say when a revolution actually began 
and when it may be said to have ended, because these were so graduai .n 
their development and progress as to be regarded as evolutionary instead | 
of revolutionary, yet in their ultimate effect upon mankind they were dis-| 
tinctly revolutionary in character. 4 

On the other hand, there have been revolutions which may be said to 
have started almost over night and reached their climax in a very short 
period of time, but the underlying causes nevertheless had been accumulat- 
ing throughout the preceding years. 

The birth and teachings of Confucius, Mohammed, Jesus, Martin 
Luther, were all revolutionary in the religious life of peoples; the discovery 
‘of the power of steam ushered in the industrial age and revolutionized the 
whole economic structure through the machine replacing hand labor; the in- 
vention of printing completely altcred the social fabric, and science and in- 
vention have progressively changed political, social and economic systems. 

Other revolutions of a political character have had a lasting effect upon 
the world, although many of them, unlike the other revolutions referred to, 
operated not to advance the welfare and betterment of mankind, but to set 
back the hands of the clock of progress and delay betterment which would 
have been promoted through more orderly evolutionary processes, 


The world is now passing through another revolutionary stage, and 
while conditions and developments prior to the Great War were laying a 
foundation for the present upheaval, the war itself may be designated as the 
culminating event which marks the beginning of the revolution, which: em- 
braces our political, religious, social and economic life and activities. 

In ‘some countries of Europe and Asia this revolution has developed | 
and is being promoted through the application of physical force, restriction | 
of individual rights and liberties, the overthrow of democratic political in- | 
stitutions, interference with religious liberties and beliefs, all ending in the | 
assumption of full power by autocratic dictatorships. And on this continent |

the existing system under which, whatever its defects, they have attained | 

their present state of civilization, and revert to a state and method of living | 

oer laa the race has progressed upward throughout the centuries of| 
e past. 

And because of the difficulties of the present,—inseparable from any 
great change,—and without giving due heed to the lessons of all past his- 
tory, many people are giving an attentive ear to the impassioned urgings | 
of the prophets of despair, who, of course and as always before, paint the | 
rosiest pictures of what the future will be if their particular panacea is} 
accepted. , 

On this contiment of the new world people have been trained in the 
idea of democratic government,—government of the people, by the people, 
for the people,—that it was the duty of a government to govern; that gov- 
ernments were created solely for that purpose. Now the idea is urged that | 
governments should not govern people as the people themselves dictate, but 
that governments should order and control the people; that instead of the | 
people being supreme, controlling the government, the government should | 
be supreme and all-powerful controlling and ordering the people. That is, 
the proposal jis a reversion to what is known as the Dark Ages when kings 
and barons ruled and the people worked and obeyed. 

And in order to secure support for taking this backward step people | 
are offered ‘‘security.”’ People want security, they are entitled to it, they 
must have it. And the people can and will get it because they have the 
power to establish it; but a little thought will convince that it is not 
to be secured by dispossessing themselves of power and handing it over to | 
any dictatorial form of government. Loss of liberty and freedom can have | 
but one ultimate end,——-the loss of security. Even if security dould be thus 
established, the price to be paid is too great because the losses sustained 
would far outweigh the one proposed gain. An animal in a cage enjoys 
security which the one roaming its native wilds does not enjoy, but what | 
animal prefers the cage to freedom? And man least of all. 

It is also urged that only through the overthrow of the existing system 
can equality be established.
